GENERAL REMARKS. 


Arrenpance. :—The highest whole number of Scholars, attending the 
different schools of the town during the year, is 408. The highest ag-- 
gregate number, attending two weeks, is 372. The sum of the highesé 
averages for the year, is 294. Of the scholars most constané at school, 
we give the following: In Dist. No. I. J.S. Rowell, E. A. Austin, 
and H. G. Wheeler. In No. 11, N. J. Emerson, J. Chase. 1n No. HT, 
the last term—a.short one—few were present every day. In No. IV, 
George and Sarah Wells, Elizabeth Esther, Adeline and Levi. Duston, 
and Daniel Newell, during the long Summer term. tn No. V, the last 
term J. G. Bodwell, M. Noyes and BE. A. Woodbury. During the same 
term in No. VI, John Gage, Wm. Honghton, Abby Austin, Prescott, 
George, Sarah, Emily and Adaline Hall. In No. VII, Otis S. and Wm. 
H. Merrill, L. Woodbury. In No. VIII, H. Pearson, F. Cluff,O. Aus- 
tin. And in No. 1X, George H. Day, and Julia S. Merrill. A few on- 
ly of these ‘‘ lost a day.”’ None, more than that. ‘Fhe general attend- 
ance has been affected by various causes, as storms, sickness, and prevail- 
ing distempers. Though there has been some improvement in this partic- 
ular, yet much more should be done by parents and teachers to secure the: 
punctual and regular attendance of every scholar. 

Scuoot Houses :—The Register reports on these, vary, as will be 
seen in the Table, from ‘‘ very good’’ to ** very bad.’’ Within the past 
year, a new and convenient house hasbeen built in District No. VILI.— 
That in No. I has been improved, by a new arrangement of seats, desks,. 
&c. A set of Outline Maps has been provided, but the House is without 
shovel or tongs. ‘The boys of the Winter school in No. V, have furnish- 
ed a Jarge Black-Board, and the girls some curtains for the windows.— 
Other houses stand greatly in need of such F'xtures as large Black- Boards, 
Maps, improved Stoves, &c. And few houses have proper modes of 
ventilation by dropping windows from the tops, while some of the plaees, 
where schools are held, have no great claims to respect,as schoo] houses. 

Lenctu or Senoor:—In this particular, there is no uniformity, the 
Terms varying from 5 to 17 or 18 weeks, with a short vacation in sum- 
mer. It would be well to have as great regularity in the times of the 
commencement and close of schools in town as posible, in order to do 
which, Prudential Committees should have some understanding as to 
‘* the times and seasons,’’ being guided of course, in some measure, by 
the amount of money to be expended. 

Tuacuers :—We have had the past year, a greater number of young, 
and inexperienced teachersthan usual. Yet they did well, for beginners. 
If, however, Committees would realize the greatest benefit from the men- 
ey appropriated, let them pay special regard to qualifications, of which 
maturity of judgment and experience are the first. Most of our teach-_ 
ers have spared no pains in their work, and, though their endeavors may 
not be fully appreciated, they have their reward. Weare sorry to have 
occasion to say, that in one or two instances, teachers have failed, fully 
to make out their School Reports, as by Jaw required, in relation to which, 
they are referred to the ‘t Note’’ at the bottom of the page, headed 
‘* Schoo] Register.’’ 
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Parents.—The inereasing interest in their schools, manifested by the 
pirents in some parts of the town is very gratifying, anc of the highest 
promise for the future; thoagh, indeed, we might ask, ‘*What should 
interest them if not the education of their. own children?’ yet while 
some pay them many and frequent visits, others give none ; not even of 
the Prudential Committee, appointed ‘to. hire the teacher, provide him 
means to work with, and, it might also be supposed, see that the course 


ef instruction and discipline is what it should be. Let not this duty to. 


both the teacher aad scholars be longer so neglected. Let parents visit 
. AF hod 

the school, speak a kind word to the instructor, and smile upon the pu- 
pils, and it will be like sunshine to their hearts; while your personal 
interest in their labors will be-greatly increases thereby, and you will be 
led to make a higher estimate of the importance of common schools.

Text Booxs:— These are yet too many and various. Hence, classes 
: . . . . 7 . cal ? 
are multiplied in number, but divided and reduced in force, and conse- 
quently less is accoinplished for the school. —Both teachers and parents 


should pay closer attention to this matter. ‘Those heretofore recommen- 


ded for general use, are Rassell’s and Town’s Reading Books, Adams’ 
and Greenleaf’s Arithmeties, Wells’ Grammar, Smith’s and Mor3e’s 


‘Geographies, Willard’s and Goodrich’s United States Histories, Com- 


stock’s Philosophy, Cutter’s Physiology. With the general exercises in 


the scriptures, singing, writing, composition and discussion of topics, &e. 


‘the Superintending Committee have been highly pleased. The .school 


meetings and lectures held in different Districts, the past winter, have 
eontributed greatly to the advantage of both teachers and parents, afford- 


ing social entertainments, and raising higher the tone of public feeling in 


the great cause. 


-[n conclusion, we would suggest that a greater amount of money be 


appropriated for the schools of the town, and a deeper interest in their 


elevation, be taken by all good citizens. Let us have better accommoda- 


tions, better committees, and better teachers, as far-as they can be obtain- 
ed, and we-shall have better schools, which will give to society and the 
world more intelligent and enlightened men, and more amiable and useful 


women.
